Jewry: Week by Week. 


Few things would give me more gratification in reference to the 
controversy into which I have been drawn in consequence of the 
letter signed by Dr. Claude Montefiore, Leader Mattuck and other 
‘ Liberal” Jews regarding the mission of Rabbi Jerome Mark, of 
Selma, to Australia (and which I quoted in full in the issue of Tue 
Jewish CuroNIcLE for February 27th last), than to cite Leader 
Mattuck as a witness of truth. Unhappily, his contributions to the 
disenssion have not afforded me the ground for so doing. In the April 
issue of the Liveran Jewisn MonTuy, which he edits, Rabbi Mattuck, 
for instance, reverts to this question, and he still asserts that it was 
I who originally and spontaneously suggested that the World Union 
sent nussionaries to Australia “to intrigue with Orthodox Congrega- 
tions to supplant their present Ministers with * Liberal ’ importations.” 
He characterises the suggestion as “ false.” He further declares that 
I have given no evidence in support of the allegation, although he, 
admits that it was based upon the facts that I had quoted from 
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American Jewish papers. These quotations he denominates as from 
an article by “a writer in the American IsRagLite”’ who “ criticised 
the sending of a missionary to Melbourne.” But Leader Mattuck 
declares that nowhere did the writer suggest that the missionary 
was sent to intrigue with Orthodox Congregations to supplant their 
Ministers. 


In the first place, the gentleman to whom Rabbi Mattuck thus 
alludes as ‘“‘a writer’ in the AMERICAN ISRAELITE, Was the writer 
of a leading article in that paper—one of the foremost of “* Liberal ”’ 
Jewish organs in the United States—and not, as Rabbi Mattuck 
would have his readers believe. a more or less casual contnbutor to 
my American contemporary. Nor was the gentleman responsible for 
only one article. He protested the undertaken by 
Rabbi Mark. When Leader Mattuck wrote to the same paper denving 
that Rabbi Mark. who had come to be known as “* Mark, the 
Missionary, had been sent to Australia and that the purpose of his 
mission. wes as had been stated, Rabbi Mattuck declared that Rabbi 
Mark had not been sent to convert Orthodox Jews to * Liberal ’ or 
Reform Judaism. but to win for Judaism “those who have. been 
estrenged from it by inability to accept the Orthodox presentation,” 
And in a subsequent leading artucle, mv contemporary thus referred 
to Lender Mattuck’s defence of the mission : 

This ts exactly the type of argument used by the modern Christian 
missionary to the Jews (savs the American Israruite). He disclaims any 
desire to destroy Judaism, but declares that most young Jewish people do 
not attend Synagowue services, that they have abandoned Judaism and 
are actually Godless. Therefore, he savs, he is merely substituting Christianity 
for Atheism. 7 

In reply to the Christien missionary we Jews say that Jewish young 
men who do not attend Swnavoune are not Godless nor have they necessarily 
abandoned Judaiem to persuade them to follow a course which will 
lead them to an open break with their parents is an unjust and heartless 
procedure, 

“AN INTRIGUE." 

\dd to this the information that was sent to me by more than one 
Orthodox Minister in Australia, and it requires something more than 
the peculiar ingenuity and disregard of facts in which Rabbi Mattuck 
indulges, for him to say that the suggestion he attributes to me. was 
an original suggestion on my part. But that, l take it, is the gravamen 
of hus ch roe As I have prornte d out, the mission of Rabbi Mark was 
underteken behind the backs of the authorised official representatives 
of the Congregations. The coming of Mark, the Missionary, was not 
intimated to them. The mission,. therefore, was, in accordance with 
the English Dietionary, an intrigue the result of which, if successful, 
must have been to supplant their present Ministers, 


That part of the business is, to my mind, the most reprehensible s 
for | am on record as having said that if due notice had been given 
of Rabbi Mark’s intentions to the Authorities of the Congregations 
he proposed to visit, the World Union of Progressive Judaism, or 
whatever the organisation which is responsible for sending out Rabbi 
Merk to Australia is called, would have been fully justified from their 
point of view. [tis of no use holding certain views without endeavouring 
to propagate them legitimately. Let me say finally, however, that 
perhaps 1am not doing Leader Mattuck full justice. It may be he 
is BN Xious, in the attitude he now takes up, to cover the co-signatories 
with himself of the letter (which, with exquisite good taste, was not 
submitted for publication in either THe Jewisu CuronicLe or the 
JEWISH WORLD. but with exe rable bad taste was sent for publication 
elsewhere) in their refusing to take the course invariably followed 
by ladies and gentlemen when they find they have been led into error, 
Jews and Monumental Masons. 

Some weeks ago I had occasion to allude to the idea that is 
generally prevalent, that where a tombstone is required to mark 
the last resting place of a Jew, a firm of Jewish monumental masons 
must necessarily be employed to provide it. The result is that a 
virtual monopoly is created for those Jews who follow the vocation, 
and in consequence they are frequently found dealing with the public 
as Monopolists always tend to do. They too often charge what they like 
and render the service which suits them and which the public has to 
endure. That the notion I refer to exists is to be seen from acase reported 
in THe Jewish Curonicie of last week, where a monumental mason 
obtained damages from a defendant who, iter alia, had alleged that 
he represented a Christian firm and presumably ought not to supply 
& gravestone in memory of a Jew, 


. It is evident that the allegation was’ entirely ungrounded, and 
indeed my purpose here is not to draw attentien to the case, but only 
to the idea that the tombstone for a Jew must properly be supplied 
by a Jewish mason, a fact of which it were unreasonable to expect 
any Jewish mason to disabuse the mind of a problematic customer. 
None the less, as I have said, it is all moonshine, and’ has not the 
remotest support of Jewish law. J should indeed advise all who 
unhappily are called upon to invoke the services of monumental 
masons, to obtain estimates as well as the usual specifications, from 
several in the trade. including non-Jews. I have no doubt they will 
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find themselves saving,considerably by taking the little extra trouble 
| indicate and defying the silly convention regarding the Imperative 
employment of Jews in such circumstances. 


A DEFINITE COMPLAINT. 

In the meantime I have received from Mr. M. Pearlman, of 
Dempsey Street, Stepney, a letter in which he complains of the way 
in which Jewish monumental masons generally behave, in touting 
for orders from those who have been bereaved. Mr. Pearlman writes 

It appears that when a member of the Federation of Synagogues passe« 
to the other side, his name and the address at which he lived are supplied 
somehow to tombstone brokers and stonemasons, with the result that oy 
the morning following the demise the bereaved relatives become inundated 
with horribly bordered envelopes bearing condolence cards, accompanicd 
by letters carefully explaining that orders for tombstones placed with thei: 
particular firm of masons are executed neatly and cheaply. Nor is this 
all : for during the week of mourning agents appear personally, often for: Tih 
themselves into the house and insisting on secing the mourner. The id: 
is, | suppose, that while the wound is still open relatives might feel it th:

All this is most annoying and exasperating, and I suggest that steps 
should be taken with a view to the abolishing of this nauseating practice.

Spain. 

The association, durmg some four centuries, of Jews with Spain, 
an association which has left so deep and notable a mark in Jewish 
history, renders of special significance the events thet have occurred 
in that country during the last week ortwe. Like all such happenin; 
they had their roots in long-past davs and to attempt to trace them to 
their source, in anvthing short of an extended treatise, would prove 
futile. It is often stated that the greatness and grandeur of Spain 
wilted and withered from the moment that she expelled her Jewish 
citizens, and the observation is usually treated as mere prejudicial 
superstition. But is it not conceivable that a country which evinerd 
such characteristics as did Spain in the days of the Inquisition must 
have lost those qualities which alone can secure national prowess ! 
(‘an it have been a great and worthy people that resorted to the in 
humane villainies of the quemadero.f And how can a country be or 
remain great while possessing these traits ‘ 


On the other hand, we know quite well how for generations the 
country has been over ndden successively by it priesthood thet kept 
it of set purpose in ignorance and a military which denied its peopie 
their freedom-—and sometimes by beth acting and reacting at the 
same time.. Now the Spanish people has apparently come to see that 
the predominance of Priesthood or of Militarism, each relying ne abe 
absolute Monarchism, is no longer tolerable. and so has decided, after 
centuries of its existence, to abolish the Spanish throne. For the 
fallen Monarch there is this to be said— unless, as hes been suggested, 
the whole of the drama that has been enacted is really farce, out o! 
the plot of which he is to reappear—-that he seems to have had 1 
mind, in all he has done, the peace and well-being of his country. 
There is little doubt that had he merely played for his own hand he 
might have provoked a civil war, and the fact that he took the bes‘ 
means for preventing one will always go to his eredit as a mark 01 
his personal bravery and his patriotism. 

The Task of Zionism. 

It is not by any means an enviable task that lies before Dr. 
Weizmann in his mission, now approahing, to the United States. Te 
goes there for the purpose of gathering in funds for the Zionist move- 
ment, without which, as at present organised, it must famish, if not 
perish, at a time when economic conditions are as forbidding as they 
have been at any time during the last half century in America. But, 
in addition, there is the position of Zionism there, which has never been 
so discouraging—though to tell the truth it has at no time been much 
otherwise. I recollect the Zionist leader telling me after he had been on 
one of his many journeys to the United States—TI think it must have 
been his second—that, in point of fact, there were no Zionists to speak 
of in the country. The understanding of the movement there, was not 
as of a great effort for National rehabilitation, but merely as of a philan- 
thropic activity for planting scattered colonies here and there 10 
Palestine in order to give eleemosynary help to people oppressed with 
poverty. But so far as those who subscribed to Palestine colonisation 
were concerned, it was, for by farthe most part, a matter of indifference 
to them, that Palestine was to be the local of the settlements, except 
perhaps to the extent to which they were influenced by a kind of semi- 
religious -sentimentality for the country and its association with 
Jewish history. 
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Subsequent events have gone to prove the correctness of Dr, 
Weizmann’s diagnosis, as I think one fact alone is sufficient to 
demonstrate. I drew attention to it some months ago, and I see that 
the Dvar of Jerusalem does so now in view of the Zionist leader’s 
imminent departure for the United States. I allude to the cireum- 
stance that during 1930 “‘ an illuminating list of charitable (I called 
them public gifts over a million dollars each were made in America 

One quarter of these donations, i.c., over thirty-five million dollars, 

came from the pockets of Jewish millionaires (says my contemporary). The 
purposes to which these monies were consecrated -all laudable, no doubt inte 
range from a Planetarium in New York City to a Rodin Museum in Phila- 
delphia and from a University Art Gallery in Chicago to a hospital in distant 
Constantinople. Thirty-five million dollars contributed by eleven. Jewish 
donors in ene year of depression——almost as much as the Zionist Funds have 
collected all the world over since the Armistice — and not a single contribution 
to any national Jewish institution, let alone a Palestinian enterprise. 
There surely conld not be any sadder reflection, as my contemporary 
observes, “on the powers of the non-Zionist section of the Jewish 
Ageney to redeem its solemn pledges of opening up new untapped 
sources of financial and human energy for the Palestine endeavour.” 


Yet. it was for the sake of “ roping in” this element in American 
Jewry, that Dr. Weizmann,entirely misled by the late Mr. Marshall, 
Mr. Felix Warburg, Dr. Cyrus Adler and others, entered into the crazy 
‘mixed’ Agency plan and brought the Zionist movement clattering 
down from a National endeavour worthy of an ancient people, to a 
benevolent “drive to be undertaken from time to time, often with 
not the most commendable of individual motives but with the certainty 
of stressing end accentuating, maintaining end promoting all the evils 
of a threadbare poliey to supplant which was one of the origimal 
purposes of Zionism. A useful and significant article from the pen of

And it is to precisely this element that

instance the Jewisu Stanparp, of Toronto, to declare recently of the 
Zionist position, that what ordinary people understand by reality is 
only transcendental and, anyway, ordinary reality is unreal, so let us 
look to the “ immediacies,”’ that is * a blind run of accidents may upset 
the calculated balance of probability ! Never was the doctrine of 
“ Micawberism ”’ and the faith in something turning up, more grandilo- 
quently stated! Or, we have one Zionist leader in America urging that 
the MacDonald letter—or was it the White Paper 7—represents

auvthing you like,” and another seeing in both a positive advantage, 
because they enable Zionists to contemplate “ bigger things,’ while 
vet another welcomes them, because they will show, by the way 
Ziomsm will overcome them, the soundness of the belief in miracles ! 


For my part, L sincerely hope that Dr. Weizmann will succeed in 
lis mission, because the consequences of failure on his part must be 
dire to the movement. But it is well we should understand the 
difficulty of the situation that has to be overcome if the Palestine 
Drive, as the present collection of funds for Palestine is called, is not 
to be the dismal failure of the Combined Drive for Eastern European 
Jews and for Palestinian work which it was boasted the “* mixed ” 
Jewish Agency would turn into a veritable triumph. The Zionist 
leader, however, will go to America ill-equipped for his mission. For 
ie will have to rely upon what Zionist feeling he can find there. In 
any event that cannot be as “satisfied ~ as be declared himself with 
the dénouement of the Passfield White Paper—the MacDonald letter. 
The folly of attempting to hoodwink them by pretending that a victory 
as been gained for Zionism or to cover up the Prime Minister's state- 
wient that his letter was not intended to alter the policy of the White 
Vaper, ought now to be manifest, and [shall haye much more confidence 
‘i the success o#Dr. Weizmann in the United States if he even now 
ictermines to adopt the straight course of taking true Zionists into his 
onfidence as widely as possible, telling them that the movement has 
iffered a series of bad blows and can be saved only by the spirit of 
Jewish Nationalism. I believe that upon those lines he will accomplish 
more in & week than he could in months upon months trying to draw 
vater from the empty wells of those who hold the principles upon 
which Zionism is founded, in such rooted contempt, dislike and fear. 


Anti-Semitic Amenities. 


The Haascue Post, of a recent date, carries the following amusing 
Story, which, as the dear old lady said, if it be not one of Verdi's, is 
certainly one of Traviata’s :— 


The following has been told to us by a Catholic of an ancient Catholic 
‘amily, who has a somewhat Jewish appearance. Last summer, he says, 
he was in Miinich for a few devs with his wife on the way to Vienna. They 
were sittihg one evening in large café, quietly drinking a glass of beer, w hen 
ihe waater handed the gentleman a card. The following words were printed 
on it; “Go to Jerusalem and don’t come back! A German.” Showing 
' to his wife she immediately burst into a fit of leughiter which attracted the 
wttention of all around. Calling the waitér,”’ pursued our Catholic friend, 
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“ T asked him who had honoured him with the card. The waiter pointed to 
three Germans sitting a few tables away. 1 thereupon took out my fountain 
pen and wrote on the other side of the card: ‘Go to a lunatic asylum and 
come back cured. My wife also wishes you better. A Dutch gentleman!’ 
I returned the card to the waiter, asking him to hand it to the Germans, 
which he did. The Germans turned pale, whispered together and cast 


mischievous glances in my direction, whilst my wife continued to laugh and 
1 looked on.” 


It is clear there is no accounting for taste when that taste happens to 
be of an anti-Semitic order !

LERE are one or two important matters in respect to which 
the Community has, within the last week or two, shown 
a peculiar proneness to its habit of delay. A proposal to sc t 
up a Statistical Bureau dealing with facts concerning the 
cf his country and arranging for an investigation, in the light 
of ‘hose facts, into the habits and ways of the people comprising 
Anglo-Jewry, was brought before the Deputies on Sunday week. 
Discussion upon it had been adjourned from a previous meeting of 
the Deputies and the subject was relegated for consideration to the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee. In the meantime, considerable 
opposition arose on the part of certain members of the “Oze” 
Organisation, which appears to have feared that the establishment 
of a Statistical Bureau would in some way rob that organisation of 
the position it occupies as the only one to which a Statistical 
Bureau is attached. I| am given to understand that some further 
correspondence upon the subject is likely to appear in this issue of 
THe JEWISH CHRONICLE and particularly a letter from the President 
of the B'nai Brith. He comes into the picture becanse at a 
meeting of that body it had been determined that there should be 
i Bureau established for the gathering in and study of statistics 
by the branch of that organisation in this country. The B'nai 
Brith, however, felt more disposed to transfer the duty that 
was recognised as urgent, tothe Deputies, and their President under. 
took bringing the suggestion before the Deputies. To cut a long 
story shorter, the Deputies refused the charge and the “ze” is 
still in solitary possession of the Statistical field. 


THIS OCCURS TO ME to be 


highly unsatisfactory, because the 
Oze 


is first and foremost a medical organisation and its work 
must necessarily be carried on upon- medical lines. That is not 
all that is wanted—I am not sure that it is the main thing that 
is requirede We are not anxious to know only the “ ways and 
measures” of Jews in this country from the point of view of 
medical science, although it has to be admitted that the study 
of that science runs in a large measure concurrently with the 
pursuit of all human statistics. There are, none the less, many 
other points of great interest that a properly equipped Statistical 
jureau could with great advantage produce. There is a whole 
range of social statistics which at most enter but partially and are 
sometimes covered but incidentally by medical research. I have 
no wish to run down what the “ Oze” has done and is doing in this 
particular portion of its activities. But the Statistical Bureau 
many of us bave hoped for would be one that would work from the 
point of view of the whole Community specifically, and we cannot 
ignore the fact that the “Ove” deals with several Jewish Com. 
munities rather than one. 


But some of the arguments that were employed in order to defeat 
the proposal occur to me as remarkable. Not least so was the plea 
urged by the Deputies’ President—and the whole Community rejoices 
at his decision to hold for a further period the position he occupies 
so well—that we have uo exact knowledge of the number 
of Jews in this country, a fact the ascertainment of which 
must necessarily be the basis cf all statistical examinations, 
Precisely so; and it did not occur, apparently, to Mr. d’Avigdor- 
Goldsmid that a Statistical Bureau might possibly find a means 
for ascertaining the basic facts to which he alluded. If it 
could not do so exactly and precisely, it might arrive at conclusions 
by the method of ratiocination which would give results, if not 
scientifically exact, at least so near the mark as not to matter. But 
he is wrong in supposing that there are no means at our disposal 
for that purpose. The late Dr. Joseph Jacobs, in collaboration with 
the late Mr. Galton thought it could be arrived at by a census of 
those not who are living but who are dead and who, prior to passing 
iway, elected to be buried in a Jewish burial ground, or who, in 
any event, were so interred. So far ag boys were cimcerned. 
there isa register kept of those who are entered into the Abrahamic 
Covenant. What the state of the register is, I am unaware. But 
! imagine that a Statistical Bureau would take means for rendering 
such a register less faulty and more reliable than I understand it 
now to be. IL give those just as two instances in which the very 
necessary and, indeed, vital statistics indicating the number of 
Jews comprised in the population of the United Kingdom could be 
arrived at, tentatively it is true, though perhaps not precisely, but 
so near to the mark as to form a basis for further enquiries, 

WHEN, HOWEVER, Wk COME to the added objection—the 
expense that would be involved by the setting up of a Statistical 
Bureau—we reach to a different plane. It is an argument that can 
be applied to almost anything undertaken by the Community, and 
in these times, if narrowly heeded, would prove disastrous to many 
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of our most cherished institutions. 


It is not by any means an 
original objection. 


The story told in the New Testament and 
which is known as that of the alabaster box, was an objection 
on the score of expense. Por my part, I think 
exaggerated at the Deputies. I think it was exaggerated three 
or four-fold. any case, a Statistical Bureau of some 
sort would be intinitely preferable for the Community than for 
if to go on with no such organisation, and certainly for it to 
proceed with only such statistics as are likely to be gathered 
together by medical men. For the rest, | cannot believe that the 
arguments advanced influenced the Deputies very much, except the 
one employed which marked the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
as in a state of lussitude and tiredness, unwilling to undertake any 
new functions. That. in a very short time, is likely to cure itself. 
Let us hope,.then, it will not be long before the six votes or so that 
defeated the proposition will be brought round to its favour by 
another proposition that the Board undertake the work. Perhaps 
the Deputy who employed the argument I now refer to, might have 
employed it a good deal more widely to the Community as a whole. 
Suppose the setting up of a Bureau for Statistical Research would 
in fact cost, by an extreme calculation, the sum mentioned, a little 
economy would as | say soon produce the funds necessary for the 
purpose. It have used the argument before and I venture to repeat it 
here. The wisest philosophy taught: ~ Man, know thyself.” That 
certainly ought to be suflicient to induce men and women and par- 
ticularly men and women bunched together into a community as is 
Anglo-Jewry, to know itself by the light of facts and figures concern- 
ing itself.as a preliminary to the undertaking of anything in the 
nature of the organisation and the control of such a community.

THE OTHER VOSTPONEMENT which calls for anxious attention, 
is the decision whereby the money necessary for setting up a Com- 
munal Centre which is to house Jews’ College infer alia, is to be 
raised. It may be that the determination to form a Loan Company 
for the purpose is but a question of means. But I find it difficult 
to believe that if there were confidence felt in the result of an 
appeal, the Loan Company would be substituted. The late Mr. 
Lawrence Isaacs was said to have possessed the peculiar faculty 
of unerringly placing his finger upon the communal puise and 
ascertaining what response was likely to be made to any appeal 
that might be launched in it. Lam unaware who it is has slipped 
into that gentleman's shoes. But I am told he could—-and my 
acquaintance with him in more than one endeavour, fully justified 
the reputation he had acquired of being able accurately to determine 
what suecess would result from any appeal that might be made and, 
indeed, how much individuals upon lists he had prepared would 
subscribe. I have no-doubt the question has been very anxiously 
considered, and the decision arrived at virtually to postpone the 
appeal has been come to with much reluctance by those responsible. 
Only a feeling that the Community would not respond in any way 
adequately, could have intlaenced it. But the Community is pledged 
tothe plan, and will cut a sorry figure if 
any appreciable extent. Pray let it not 
oblivious of the circumstances and 
us in these days—who could be? The paucity of trade and 
the poverty that exists, are matters that cannot 
be questioned. But it often occurs to me that in such 
matters there is what may be termed a cumulative psycho- 
logical influence, and that the calling of poor frequentiy means 
poor. I am old enough to say that I never recollect any time 
for many years past that was thought to be propitious for appealing 
to the pockets of men and women. I have never known a time 
when there was not a feeling working against the altruistic senti- 
mentin men and women, when it was deemed unpropitioustoask fhem 
to part with money for any purpose. Ithink the matter is. largely 
one of the method in which such collections are made and in view 
of this particularly large appeal—large for our Community—of 
something like £75,000 which, it is estimated, the scheme will need, 
it would have been as well if some effort to stop the appalling over- 
lapping, the distressing lack of public-service organisation, which 
prevails among us had first been attempted. But that is 
another story, and altogether, although co-relative, a much longer 
one. My purpose here is just to utter one word of warning, in view 
of the postponements of the efforts to which | have alluded together 
with the cry of cost and the general plea that we can get on

Sunday Performances Bill. 


DIBATE IN THE COMMONS. 


LETTER FROM JEWISH SOCIETY CITED. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Mr. CLyNres, Home 
Secretary, moved the Second Reading of the Sunday Performances 
(Regulation) Bill. In the course of his speech, he said he under. 
stood that, as a result of the Sunday opening of cinemas in London 
alone, a sum of nevriy 2200.00 had annually been placcd at the dis- 
posal of various charities. As an instance, the Home Secretary 
read a letter from the President of the Jewish Aged and Needy 
Pensioners’ Society, pointing out that that Society had received 
annually a sum of £375 on behalf of 106 aged pensioners, and urging 
him to vote for the Bill. 

Mr, MACPHERSON (Ross and Cromarty, L.) in moving the rejec- 
tion of the Bill, said, in the course of his remarks, that the Home 
Secretary took for his main case a letter he had received from a 
Jewish association. They had no connection whatever with the 
day for which he ‘Mr. Macpherson) was now pleadiog. Jews were 
excluded from certain Acts because they had their own Sabbath, 
and most of the syndicates that were behind the opening of the 
cinemas on the Christian Sabbath were not unconnected with the 
Jewish persuasion. The main point of the Bill was the bolstering 
up of an attempt to commercialise Sunday. It was being done in 
response to interested clamour. The Bill was unfair in that it 
discriminated between one form of entertainment and another. What 
special significance or sanctification had a film, tinned and canned, 
very likely in a foreign studio, that it should receive special treat- 
ment on Sunday in this country ? Why should Hollywood get a prefer- 
ence over Stratford-on-Avon? Why should delinquents who had 
broken the law for twenty years receive a special preference, and 
thus puta premium on lawlessness? @n what principle of logic 
could they leave out theatres, boxing, dirt track racing, greyhound 
racing, and even shops? Here was one of the graye evils and 
dangers of the Bill. 

The motion for the Second Reading was carried by $58 votes 
for to 210 against.

Aid Societies Movement. 
LONDON AND PROVINCIAL DELEGATES CONFER. 


A meeting of Honorary Officers and Committees of the Orphan 
Aid Societies in and the Provinces was held on Sunday at 
the Institution, West Norwood. 

Mr. RNTHONY DE RotuscuiLp, the President, who was in the 
Chair, welcomed the representatives of the Aid Societies on behalf 
of the General Commitice of the Orphanage. That meeting, he said, 
was tho first of its kind, and was an historic event in the life of the 
Institution. The Orphan Aid Societies,during the last three years, had 
contributed about (22,586, or approximately £7,628 per annum. There 
was no doubt that the movement had been helped tremendously by the 
formation of the Joint \dvisory Committee of the Metropolitan Orphan 
Aid Societies. It was also mest encouraging to know that the Societies 
were identifying themselves with all phases of the work of the 
Orphanage, not only with belping the finances, but with the actual 
welfare of the children. They had responded nobly to the appeais 
of the After-Care Committees, and had interested themselves in 
finding. employment for many of the children when they left the 
Orphanage. There were twenty-four contributing Metropolitan Aid 
Societies, and eight in the Provinces. It was largely due to the 
assistance of the Aid Societies that no appeal had been made since 
1926.

Mr. Herbert BUENO DE MESQUITA read a paper on the work of 
the Joint Advisory Committee, in the course of which he said he 
was a great believer in healthy competition. Each was 
primarily engaged in endeavouring to collect as much as possible 
for the Institution. In a few cases Societies devised nove! methods 
of collecting funds. He would appeal to those Societies to give the 
benefit of those methods to their co-workers. One frequently 
received enquiries from Life Governors as to what benefit they 
derived from the honour. The answer was that they were cntitled 
together with the subscribers, to attend thé Annual Mecting and

exercise their votes for the General Committee which dealt with 
all applications for admission to the Orphanage. He felt that all 


Life Governors should receive a copy of the annual report and an 
invitation to the annual meeting.

Major I. SaumMon, M.P., said that the General Committee was 
deeply appreciative of the great work being cone by the Aid Societies, 
The Advisory Committee had done an immens* amount of good, and 
he hoped that as a result of that meeting, they might be able toarrive 
at some scheme of co-ordination and prevent overlapping. Ie was 
particularly gratified that the provincial delegates were sufliciently 
interested to make the journey to London to see for themselves the 
happiness of the children at the Institution.

He pleaded for a larger representation of the Aid Societies on the 
General Committee of tie Orphanage.

PROFESSOR DR. A. S. YAHUDA Un Interview’. 


The revolution in Spain is not without considerable interest for 
Jews in view of the historical associations of our people with the 
country in the past and the possibilities for the future. The loss of 
his throne by King Alfonso, too, cannot 
be viewed with indifference by our 
people uw whom the fallen monarch on 
several ovcasions showed considerable 
Byinpathy. 

Thirty yearge ago a 
initiated by Senator Angel Pulido. was 
started in Spain to re-establish rela- 
tions with the Sephardi Jews. Though 
it gained many sympathisers it remained 
more or less an ideal until Spain estab- 
lisheda protectorate over part of Morocco.

Then some 15.000 Jews came under iis 


regime, and the Spanish Government 


was very anxious to secure the good. 
will of Jews all over the world on the one band and on the other 
to show appreciation of the great help and assistance rendered by 
the Jews in Morocco to the Spanish occupation. It therefore 
resolved to invite a Jewish scholar, preferably of Spanish descent, 
to give a series of lectures at Madrid on the part played by the Jews 
in Spain. The choice fell on Professor Yahuda who was 
so successful, and aroused so much public interest, that he was 
invited to occupy a Chair at the university and remained for cight 
years in Madrid during which period he was on several occasions 
received by King Alfonso and came into close relations with many 
of the leading figures in the country. He is now in London prepar- 
ing for the press an English edition of his work on “ The Language 
of the Pentateuch in its Relations to Egyptian.” 

“TI was received in audience soon after my arrival in Spain,” said 
Professor Yahuda. *' The King gave me another andience after the 
termination of my lectnres and he showed himself keenly interested in 
the proposal to establish a special Chair for Hebrew literature and the 
history of the Jews in Spain in the Middle Ages. It was largely through 
his personal interest that I was enabled to retain my British citizenship, 
holding an appointment at the University—an unprecedented 
procedure—and the regulation was made that all candidates for the 
doctorate examination in the faculty of philosophy and arts should be 
obliged to attend my leetures and to pass examination in Hebrew and 
Jewish Literature of the Spanish period, On several occasions the hing 
expressed his great sympathy forthe pro-Sephardi movement and was 
deeply impressed by the fact that the Sephardi Jews all over the world, 
including those in North Africa, had retained not only their old Spanish 
customs and manners, but also the old language in comparative purity 
and—unlike other Jewish jargons-— without mutilating its grammatical 
form and syntax under foreign influences. ‘ 

“Ll was always very careful not to discuss the question of a Jewish 
return to Spain, because it was always my conviction that Spain was not 
rendy for a mass immigration of Jews, . Though Spain has rich resources 
its population is poor and backward—to be explained by its history during 
recent centuries and though there has been progress during the last fifty 
years, a large immigration of Jews would have been very inadvisable ; 
though a slow infiltration of enterprising middle-class Jews with a certain 
aniount of capital proved mutually advantageous both to themselves and 
the country.” 

In regard to the Jews of Morocco “the King always emphasised 
his view that as a constitutional monarch he considered it of his 
important duties to make no distinction whatever his 
subjects of different origins and creeds, and on more than one occasion he 
Was Very Sympathetic towards the Moroccan Jews. I recall one occasion 
when a Spanish Consul in Tetuan behaved very outrageously towards the 
local Jewish population, and a deputation proceeded to Madrid to mage 
complaint. The authorities thought that it would imply a blow to Spanish 
prestige if this official were sacrificed and this view was pressed on the 
King. I found occasion to obtain an audiencé in connection with the 
creation of a Chair for English in Madrid University. The conversation 
turned to the British Policy in Palestine and Zionism and the King 
asked me what effect the return of the Jews to Palestine might 
have on their status in their respective countries, and whether it 
would affect the Jews in the Spanish zone of Morocco. I explained 
to him how Jews understood the Balfour Declaration and that we 
hoped that the creation of a Jewish National Home, as we under- 
stood it, would even improve the status of the Jews everywhere. As he 
appeared to have some misgivings concerning “so-called Jewish ‘ inter- 
nationalism,’ I made it clear to him that the only real international move- 
ment was not Judaism but anti-Semitism, and this gave me an opportunity 
of speaking about the Tetuan affair. I emphasised the great harm which 
ill-treatment of the Jews there would cause in the Spanish zone and 
elsewhere. 

“ Evidently it made a deep impression on the King for I was imme- 
diately summoned by the Foreign Minister who asked me what I had 
told his Majesty.

Yeshiba Etz Chaim. 


Financial Difficulties. 


Salaries and Bursaries in Arrears. 


The Annual Meeting of the Yeshiba Ets Chaim was held on 
Sunday afternoon at the Institution in Thraw! Street, F.1. 

Dayan S. lL. HiniMAN, the President, presided, and moved the 
adoption of the Report for the two years ended 3lst December, 1950. 

The Report states thatat the end of 1930 there were over eighty 
full-day students and, in addition, ninety evening students. All 
students, as soon as they arrive at an advanced stage of learning, 
receive facilities to continue their studies with a view to graduating 
in Arts at a University. The Yeshiba at the present time has several 
students at King’s College and University College, London. 

The Report, dealing with the question of finance, states: 

The Committee are desirons of calling attention to the increasing amount 
of the deficit, which was £5,778 at 3ilst December, 1990. In addition tothis sum, 
at thatdate, eight weeks’ salames and bursaries were owing the staff and 
students. The progress of the Veshiba is severely checked by this growing 
deteit and it would be a tragedy and a loss if the work, so far advanced, were 
retarded ata time when the proper maintenance of the Institution ts so vital to 
the interests of the Community. 

‘The sum of £2,900 was paid daring 1930 in bursaries to the students : 
unfortunately many deserving students are refused bursaries through jack of 
funds, and the progress of Lheir studies is being severely handicapped. 

The Institution's investments, as stated inthe general report, are very few, 
and to remedy the increasing amount of the deficit, at least 3,000 additional 


aunual subscribers are necessary and farther donations are required for invest 
ment. 


Mr. D. GALINSKI, Vice-President, in seconding the adoption of 
the Report, appealed for new annual subscribers. 

The Report, after a discussion, was carried. 

Mr. A. Munpy, Treasurer, in presenting the accounts, said the 
weekly income was £100 and the expenses £150. The extent of the 
difficulty in “ scraping together ” the £50 would be appreciated when 
he told them that for ten or eleven weeks the lecturers and students 
did not receive any money. He suggested that an appeal should he 
made to each of their 5,000 subscribers to increase their amounts by 
at least one penny a week. Mr. Mundy also suggested that the 
Committee should form itself into a Canvassing Committee with the 
object of increasing the annual s’:bscriptions. 

Mr. A. BorNsTEIN, who seconded the adoption of the balance. 
sheet, urged that Mr. Mundy’s suggestion be put into operation at 
once. It was a matter for surprise that, although the Yeshiba was 
the foremost Institution of its kind in the whole of the British 
Empire, it received so little support even from the Orthodox section 
of Anglo-Jewry. If only 2,000 additional subscribers could be found, 
the difficulties of the Yeshiba would be solved. 

Mr. H. GAVENTA, one of the Auditors, paid a tribute to the work 
of the Secretary, Mr. West. 

After a discussion, the balance-sheet was carried, and Mr. 
Mundy’s suggestion was agreed to.

From the REV. ]. F. STERN, C.B.E. 
To the Editor of THE JeWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,—I notice from your Report of the Budget night meeting of 
the Council of the United Synagogue that Major Isidore Salmon’'s 
masterly review of its finances and activities during the past year 
was followed by Mr. J. Mendelowitch's hardy annual, an appeal to 
the honorary officers seriously to consider the necessity for the 
appointment of an English-speaking Dayan in the East End of 
London. I note too, from a letter he addressed to you last week, 
that he reiterates the ipse d:rit he addressed to the Council. 

I am, of course, aware that Mr. Mendelowitch is one of the 
representatives of the Great Synagogue at the Council of the United 
Synagogue, and | have no doubt that at one time he resided in the 
vicinity of that Synagogue, and was in close touch with the life of 
our people in East London, but for some years this has not been the 
case. In any case, | may claim to speak with some knowledge of 
the religious needs of the people among whom I lived for more than 
forty vears, and to whom I have been no stranger during the few 
years that have passed since | held Ministerial office at the very 
centre of the district for the spiritual welfare of which Mr. Men.- 
delowitch is so greatly concerned. I do not hesitate to say that Mr. 
Mendelowitch’s contention that the need exists for the appointment of 
another Dayan in East London, either English or Yiddish speaking, 
is at variance with the facts as Lam able to envisage them. What 
are the facts? First, never in the history of the London Community 
has the Beth Din been so strongly constituted. The Chief Rabbi is 
assisted by two full time Dayanim and three assistant Dayanim. 
The Beth Din is in session on three mornings and two evenings in 
the week at times which are well known throughout East London. 
At each session the services of English speaking Dayanim are avail. 
able. Secondly, Mr. Mendelowitch must be aware that each of the 
larger Synagogues maintained by our Yiddish-speaking brethren 
enjoys the services of a Rabbi who is readily accessible so that the 
number of Yiddish-speaking persons seeking advice at the Beth Din at 
Mulberry Street must beappreciably smaller than it would otherwise 
be. There is no reason to believe that any difliculty exists for English 
speaking Jews securing that consideration for their religious 
questions to which they are entitled, and Mr. Mendelowitch's 
suggestion to the contrary is unjust not only to Dayan Hillman, but 
to the Ministers both of the local Synagogues and the Welfare 
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Centres of the United Synagogue. It is not to be imagined for a 
moment that every religious question is of so intricate a nature as 
to require the consideration of a Dayan learned in Jewish Law. 

The majority of them, and I can speak with some experience 
on the point, are such as can be dealt with by the average Minister 
who has passed through Jews’ College and has been appointed to 
the charge of a Congregation without having attained the Rabbinical 
Diploma. Again, it is a mistake to think, as Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen was not slow to point out to Mr. Mendelowitch at the Council 
meeting, that Dayan Hillman is incapable of making himself 
intelligible to English speaking inquirers. I have known the learned 
Dayan from the first day of his arrival in the Metropolis from 
Glasgow and although he would not claim the ability to address an 
English speaking congregation with that eloquence which distin- 
guishes, say Dayan Feldman and others of his English-speaking 
colleagues on the eth Din, I can assert that he is well,able to make 
himself intelligible in the English language to those who, like 
myself, have had occasion to address him in our native tongue. 

It is interesting to learn from Sir Robert's statement to the 
Council that “they would have opportunities in the course of the 
next year of examining the ministerial facilities that were provided 
both by their Synagogues in the East End of London and by the 
Beth Din and the Welfare Centres.” I venture to predict that an 
examination of the situation will not leave Mr. Mendelowitch in 
doubt with regard to the question he has raised. It willbe found 
that the religious problems of East London will not be solved by the 
appointment of a new Dayan,

The 
Chairman, in presenting the annual report, expressed regret at the fact that 
an unfortunate hitch had arisen in regard to the proposed Commission for 
the Licensing of Shoechetim. Through the efforts of the President of the 
Deputies a scheme for harmonious co-operation among the various 
Communities had been arrived at. It was, however, deeply to be 
regretted that after the agreement had been approved by the Board, 
and ratified by almost all the contracting parties, efforts were now being 
made by the leading body interested to place fresh obstacles in the path 
of peaceful co-operation. 

Rabbi Dr. E. Munk addressed the meeting on the reform of the 
Calendar. The Chairman moved the following resolution which was 
unanimously adopted : 

That the Adath Yisroel Congregation desire to record an emphatic protest 
acainst any reform of the Calendar by the introduction of a blank day or davs, 
thereby making the Sabbath a movable day, involving confusion for Jewish 
religious life, and entailing grave social and economic disabilities for the over- 
whelming majority of Jews throughout the world. That the Joint Foreign 
{ ommiittee be requested to transmit this reselution to the League of Nations 
and His Majesty's Government.

No. 598.—“ Bluestockings.” 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

The Dictionary declares that the term Bluestocking denotes a 
literary lady. If my memory serves me aright, the word is con- 
nected with a literary club founded in London about the year 1780, 
the life and soul of which was one; Stillingfleet, who invariably 
appeared wearing blue stockings. 

Have we Jews had our Throughout Jewish 
history, the education of boys has been a paramount duty which 
every individual and every congregation cheerfully took upon them- 
selves.

Nevertheless, there were learned ladies even in Talmud times. 
Perhaps the best known was Beruriah, or Valeria, daughter of Rabbi 
Chaninah ben Teradion. and wife of Rabbi Meir. She lived in 
Tiberias in the first balf of the second century. 
interpretations of Bible 
which were accepted with respect. 


She propounded 
verses and offered legal opinions 
She also engaged in pro-Jewish 
controversies with heathens. in which she greatly distinguished 
herself. Nor was hers an isolated case. There was also Imma 
Shalom. the. sister of Gamaliel Il. andwife of Rabbi Eliezer ben 
Hyrkanos. 

In the Middle Ages there are numerous instances of Jewish 
“ Bluestockings,” to whom the Bible and the Talmud were no closed 
books. The wife of Joseph ibn Negrela (in the second half of the 
llth century), and the daughter of Yehuda Halevi were both famous 
for their knowledge of Jorah. In (he same category must he placed 
the daughter and granddaughters of Rashi; all three were so 
distinguished as Talmud students that their opinions on Rabbinic 
lore were cited with respect andapproval. Of two” Bluestockings ” 
it is reported that they actually tanght young men. One was the 
only daughter of Samuel ben Ali, of Baghdad, and the other Miriam 
Schapira, the ancestress of the Loria family. Both these ladies gave 
mstruction to young men in such a way that the students heard 
their lectures but did not see them. | 

Remarkable stories of other learned ladies are on record. Eva 
Bacharach (17th century), for instance, was a specialist in the 
Midrash; Sprinza Kempener is said to have known the whole of the 
Mishna by heart; Bienvenida Ghirondi, a learned lady of Padua, 
was a devoted student not only of the Talmud jut also of Rashi 
and Maimonides. learned in another sense were the lady copvists 
of Manuscripts. Paula di Mansi, of Rome, ‘at the end of the 13th 
century, copied with her cwn hands a commentary on the Bible and 
other works; one of her manuscripts is in the Bodleian library, 
When printing superseded the work of the scribe, learned Jewish 
ladies were found connected with the art. One of the most famous 
Jewish printers was Abraham ben Solomon Konat, a physician of 
Mantua; he was efficiently assisted in his printing enterprises by 
his wife Estellina, who set the type and printed a book of Jewish 
edification. 

Nor is the list ended, There have been numerous learned ladies 
since then; Anglo-Jewry has contributed to the number. Within 
living memory, the daughters of the late Arthur Davis. in whose 
honour and to whose memory a special Lecture is to be delivered 
next Sunday, set a splendid example to women of interest and 
achievement in Jewish letters; while not long ago a very learned 
lady gracefully presided at the prize distribution ceremony at Jews’ 
College, and won admiration for her scholarly address. 

In a sense, however, all Jewish women when Compared for 
education with their Gentile sisters may be called * Bluestockings. ’ 
Even if girls were not as arule instructed in Jorah, they were at 
any rate taught to read. Ifthey did not read the Prayer Book 
because they knew little or no Hebrew, Jewish women for many 
generations read Books of edification and moral instruction, the 
best known of which was the 77N ASN, a compilation made by 
Jacob ben Isaac Ashkenazi, about the end of the iéth century. It 
18 significant that between 1616 and 1752 no less than thirty-four 
editions of this work were published. Usually in two volumes, it 
is divided into sections according to the Sedrahs of the vear, and 
may be said to have become the literary companion of Jewish 
women and girls for over two centuries. Our great-great-grand- 
mothers read it every Sabbath as a religious duty ; its sentiments 
must have had an influence on life and conduct. The Tzeeno Ureno 
was unquestionably the means in its own way of producing many 
generations of Bluestockings.”’ 

In view of its popularity it may be of interest to observe the 
contents of the work. I have made a free translation of the Yiddish 
original; it is the beginning of the famous nineteenth chapter of 
Leviticus which will be read in Synagogue to-morrow. 


“Vo shall be holy”: King Solomon remarks tn Proverbs. Do 
not follow the temptations of your heart, for he who withstands the«. 
temptations may be compared to an angel, while he who succumbs may 
be compared to a beast. We observe that God created man on the sixth) 
day, after all other creatures had been made. Before man was made 
creation was composed of two elements; one, of wisdom and under. 
standing, as the angels in heaven; the other, earthy, of the earth, 
without sense, like the trees and the birds, the grass and the animals. 
Each of these categories of creatures act in accordance with their natur 
An angel is guided by his sense and understanding, an animal by hj 
natural inclination. God thereupon created a third category—-Man, wit), 
sense and wisdom like an angel, and a body like an animal. God gave to 
man free-will either to behave as an angel or as a beast. Accordineyly. 
happy is the man who makes his mind prevail over his body (becoming ay 
angel), and does not follow the dictates of his heart (to become a beast 
The first Adam, being virtnous and following his reason, was like an any 
and destined to live for ever. But when he sinned, he was sentenced to 
death : he and the whole world had to die, just like an animal. Ther 
fore man'is warned to withstand his heart's temptations—not to think 
evil, speak evil, or desire evil, sceing that the Torah exhorts us to be holy. 

‘Tet overy man fear his mother and his father.” In the Fifth Cor: 
mandment, bidding honour our parents, the father is placed before thy, 
mother: here, bidding us fear onr parents, the mother is placed befor 
the father. Why’ A child naturally fears its father more than it. 
mother : therefore the Torah put the mother first in the matter of fearing. 
Rut when it comes to honouring, seciug that a child is mostly with it 
mother in the house and enjoys little pleasures at its mether's hands, the 
Torah wes the father tirst. 

“And keep my Sabbaths.” You have just been told to fear your 
parents. But if they should order you to desecrate the Sabbath, do not 
listen to them. 

An ancient writer points out that at the command to be holy, thy 
phrase is used: “Speak to all the congregation of Israel.” That shows 
that women as wel as men are to be holy. Three partners have a shia: 
in every child. God, who gives him his soul, and father and mother who 
give him his body. Hence the wording of the Biblical verses—Be yo 
holy for | am holy; fear your mother and father, for they have brought 
you into the world, and do not turn to idols, that is to say, do not cast 
your eyes on strange women, since he who does so is as thongh he were 
enilty of serving idols. The very next words only strengthen this idea: 
“Do not make unto thee any graven image "-—that is to say, do not even 
think in your heart of a strange woman. 

Do not turn to idols.” The star gazers allege that it is unlucky to 
cat meat and drink wine on the seventh day; do not incline to ther 
opinion, but on the contrary eat meat and drink wine on the Sabbath, and 
put on your best clothes. Note that in the Ten Commandments Sabbath 
observance precedes the honour of parents in order to demonstrate that 
the Sabbath is more important than hononring parents. For if your 
parents have taught you to eat little on the Sabbath, in honour of the 
Sabbath cat more than your parents have taught you. Thereis, however, 
another meaning to the passage. “Honour thy father and mother that 
thy days may be long in the land”—if you obey the advice of your parents 
to eat little, you will live long, for illness follows from Over-cating aml 
results in death. The reason why the Commandments about murder and 
aduitery follow that about honouring parents is that if parents do not 
teach their children manners, they will eventually be guilty of murder 
cul aduitery, as the awfnl example of Absalom shows, , 


There is a certain attitude to life in these homilies; not only are 
they interesting in themselves but they are of significance as having 
moulded the outlook on life of the mothers in Israel for generations. 
Yet one cannot help asking oneself: Are the sentiments essentially 
or specially Jewish? The other day I beguiled an idle hour in 
reading the homilies of Francis de Sales (1567—-1622), the founder 
of a new order of religious women, and great was my surprise to tind 
that his counsel differed but little from that of the Tzeeno U reno, 
and was couched in almost identical terms. 
thay suflice. 

“ Variety of meats,’ writes the Catholic Saint, “ always over 
charges the stomach, and if it be weak, destroys it; overcharge not 
your soul with a multitude of desires.” Or again: “ Conserve then, 
you husbands, a tender, constant and cordial love for your wives. 
And you, O wives, love the husbands whom God has given 
you tenderly and cordially, but with a respectful love and full of 
reverence,” Or again: It is “very easy not to steal other mens 
goods, but hard not to desire them; very easy not to bear false 
witness in judgment, but hard never to tell'a lie in conversation ; 
very easy not to be drunk, but hard to keep oneself perfectly sober. 
Lastly: “ play, dancing, feasting, dressing out, theatrical shows aro 
tiings which in their substance are not evil, but indifferent . . - 
nevertheless all these things are dangerous and to bear an affection 
to them is yet more dangerous.” 

We have travelled far from this philosophy of repression which 
was preached to Jews and Christians alike. Many are of opinion 
that we are happier without it. But one thing should be borne in 
mind: the history of manners and morals among Jews shows that it 
is fairly certain that the philosophy of repression was carried out 
in actual life by the large number of women who read the Tzceno 
(reno, while among Gentiles the advice of Francis de Sales remained 
advice only. Be that as it may, there is no under-estimating 
the influence of the Tzeeno Ureno on Jewish women; within its 
narrow limits and with its somewhat crude philosophy, it produced 
many generations of Bluestockings.”

“ Thou shalt not go up and down as a tale-bearer among thy 
people. Thou shalt not stand idly by the blood of thy neighbour ; 
lam the Lord. Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thy heart ; thou 
shalt surely rebuke thy neighbour and not bear sin because of ham. 

-Leviticus wir, 16, 17. 


The commentators point out that the laws, contained in the 
19th chapter of Leviticus, were to be announced at a public meeting 
of the assembled people. “Speak unto all the congregation of the 
children of Israel” are the words at the head of the chapter. The 
reason assigned by the Rabbis.for the publicity to be given to 
the portion, is that the greater part of the fundamental laws of the 
Torah is contained in it. One Rabbi shows for example how each 
of the Ten Commandments may be found repeated here. Certainly 
it provides an excellent résumé of the general teaching of the Law 
on the duties of the Israelite, particularly in regard to his conduct 
towards his fellows. There is no doubt as to the emphasis that is 
laid on the service of humanity as the true test of the service of the 
Divine. The compiler of this short chapter is at some pains also to 
give precise details of the application in the every-day life of the 
individual Israelite of the injunction that stands at the head of the 
chapter, TAR Swims: “ Ye shall be holy.” It is part of the genius 
of the Jewish religion that, while stressing principles, it Is never 
eontent with generalisations or mere theories of religious conduct. 
In descending to details it takes cognizance of human-nature. Not 
every oné is a philosopher. But every one can obey a_ precise 
injunction, especially when it is laid upon him with the double 
authority of a Divine command and the promptings of his own heart. 
What is particularly notable about the statutes in this portion is. 
that so many of them go beyond the usual requirements of social 
conduct, ‘even in an age much more advanced than that which saw 
the promulgation of these remarkable enactments. Much of social 
conduct in every community has to be regulated by law. Fraud or 
robbery or physical injury must be subject to the rule of justice and 
the infliction of penalties. But the provision ef the gleanings of 
the cornfield and of the vineyard for the poor, the prompt payment of 
the wages of the hired servant, the special protection of the deaf 
against a curse, or the blind against a stumbling block. are not laws 
to be usually found among the statute-books of nations. Nor shal! 
we find in such books the injunction not to hate our brother in our 
heart, not to avenge injury, nor bear a grudge, nor the positive 
command to love our neighbour as ourselves. 

In this category must also be included the words of our text. 
regarding tale-bearing and standing idly by the blood of a neigh 
bour. ‘Tale-bearing is one of the most prevalent sins of society, 
one least condemned by social codes. The Hebrew word 5°99 is a 
peculiar word. It is connected with a root often used to describe 
the habits of a pedlar of small wares, who goes in and out of houses, 
picking ‘up trifles here, disposing of them there, So, says Nach 
manides, the breeders of strife go from house to house of their 
neighbours, to see and spy out evil things, to listen to small talk. 
that they may repeat in the street, or in other houses, either what 
they have heard or seen, or what they wish their friends to imagine 
they have heard or seen. “ He who thus bears tales against his 
neighbour,” says Maimonides, “ transgresses this command.” And 
although there is no legal punishment assigned for this transgres 
sion, it is a great iniquity, and has slain many souls in Israel. 
Therefore to this prohibition is attached the further words: “ Thou 
shalt not stand idly by the blood of thy neighbour.’ This S35, 
continues Maimonides, is a person who goes from one to another say- 
ing: Thus such aone spoke, or: this have heard about such a one.” 
\nd even if it be true, the tale-bearer is bringing destruction to the 
world. Our sages say that there are three ¢rimes for which a man 
not only receives punishment in this world, but is deprived of his 
share in the world to come. 


These are idolatry, immorality and 
bloodshed. 


jut the evil tongue is equal to them all. Further 
they said: slander killeth three; the man who gives it forth, the 
one who listens, and the man of whom it is spoken. And the one 
who listens is worse than the one who speaks. It is forbidden to 
live among slanderers, to consort with dhem or to listen to their 
words. All the trouble that fell upon our fathers in the wilderness 
was due to those who brought forth an evil report. 

~ Thou shalt not stand idly by the blood of thy neighbour.’ 
Taken alone, this seems to mean that one should not stand idly by. 
When a neighbouring life is in danger. As Rashi puts it: “If thy 
heighbour be in peril.of his life from drowning, from wild beasts or 
from robbers thou shall not stand idly by, but be prepared to risk thy 
life to help and save him.” But it is possible also to interpret it in 
connection with the first part of the text, which forbids tale-bearing. 
Since slander kills, the part of a true friend must be something 
more than the merely negative one of not joining in the evil talk. 
He who is silent when his neighbour is maligned, is “ standing idly 
by the blood of his neighbour.’ For silence gives consent. Thy) 
neighbour is drowning in the sea of evil words. He is being attacked

The use of the preposition /amed in 
955 is to be noted. It denotes generality and is not infrequently 
used in this way.

This is a very far-fetched theory, although it was defended by a 
scholar like (;eiger One wonders why this obscure place should 
have been thought of in advance while the Israelites were still in 
the desert! There is more to be said for the suggestion of Ebrlich 
that the Hebrew word is to be connected with the Arabic atha which 
means-" foolish, dull. The Mishnah (Joma vi, 5! records that any 
Israelite could undertake this duty, but the High Priests decreed that 
it should be done only by a priest. This statement is disputed by 
Rabbi Jose, who quotes un instance of a layman performing it. 
The next paragraph of the Mishnah throws light on the rather 
unpleasant nature of the task, because it relates, ” They constructed 
& special pathway for the goat because of the Babylonians who 
used to pluck its hair and cry to it, Take (‘our sins) and go.’ 
The Talmud (Joma 66b, see Rashi) explains that by ~ Babylonians ” 
is to be understood worthless persons.

In these circumstances, 
Ehrlich suggests, the task would only be accepted by a man who was

bv the wild beasts of slander, who will tear his reputation between 
their teeth. He is being robbed of his good name, 
neighbour, wouldst stand idly by ! 

And there is a further silence that is condemned by our text, It 
is forbidden thee to be a silent witness of thy neighbour's sin, when 
a timely rebuke from thee may save him from transgression. “ Thou 
shalt surely rebuke thy neighbour, and not bear sin because of him.” 
Here again Maimonides happily expounds the law. “~ He that seeth 
his neighbour sin or walk in a way that is not good, is commanded 


And thon, his 


that he sins 
against himself by his evil deeds. He that rebuketh his neighbour, 
whether it be for things between themselves or between him and 
God, must rebuke him in private. 


He must speak to him gently 
and with a soft tongue. 


He must let his neighbour understand that 
he speaks to him but for his own good and with the desire to bring 
him {o the life of the world tocome.” (Yod Hachazakah). There is 
still perhaps somewhat in these ancient laws and their interpretation, 
that may afford a message even for modern days,

Polish Jews Assaulted in Danzig.

Government Intervention. 
From our Correspondent—WARSAW. 


The intervention of the Polish Government with the Senate o! 
the Free City of Danzig is likely to benefit Danzig Jews who hav: 
lately suffered on account of Hitlerist activity in that city. Unabl. 
to work very freely anywhere else, the Hitlerists developed grea‘ 
activity in Danzig. Jews were their scapegoats, and practi 
cally every day some Jew or other was attacked and beaten in th: 
streets. When one such Jew recently complained and asked for the 
arrest of the Hitlerist who had assaulted him he was _ himse!! 
detained. Nor was this an isolated instance. The Polish Govern 
ment asked the authorities of the Free City to compensate the Jew. 
who was a Polish citizen, but the authorities refused. This attitude, 
together with other cases in which the Danzig Senate dealt unfairly 
with Polish citizens, moved the Polish representative in Danzig to 
resign on the ground that he was unable to protect Polish citizens 
in Danzig. The whole affair caused a great sensation and Jews ar 
likely to get much better security in Danzig in future. 

The fact that the Polish Government has made an attempt t 
protect its Jewish citizens in foreign countries has caused a favo 
able impression in the Jewish quarters in Warsaw. and the Jewis 


press 1s unanimous in praise of the Government.

THE GOVERNMENT'S PASSIVE ROLE. 


“TIME TO STOP BICKERING.” 


‘From our Correspondent.— MANCHESTER. | 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the World Zionist Organisa- 
tion and of the World Jewish Agency for Palestine, arrived in 
Manchester on Saturday and spent two days in that city. He 
attended a private luncheon given in his honour at the Assembly 
Rooms, in Cheetham Hill Road, and addressed a largely attended 
demonstration in the Theatre in Oxford Street 
He was entertained to lunch by the Lord 
Mayor on Monday and in the evening, before his return to London, 
he attended a reception given in his honour by the Lord Mayor. 

At the meeting at the Paramount Theatre a presentation was 
made to Dr. Weizmann in appreciation of his services, of an album 
containing signatures representing Jewish Synagogues, Institutions, 
Friendly Societies and Literary Societies in the city and other pro- 
vincial towns, and also of individual contributors to the testimonial. 
The contributions which have been raised in connection with the 
testimonial, amounting to nearly £5,000, are to be devoted to 
the colonisation work of the Palestine Foundation Fund under 
the direction of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. Mr. Dan Kostoris, 
Treasurer of the Jewish Agency in Manchester, in making the 
presentation, said that everywhere he had been he had met witha 
unanimous and stirring confidence in Dr. Weizmann's leadership. 

Mr. NATHAN LAskI, J.P., presided. Among: those who supported 
him on the platform were Mr. E. B. Fielden, M.P., Mr. P. M. Oliver, 
M.P., Mr. Ben Tillett, M.P., Mr. J. Toole, M.P., Mr. A. W. Haycock, M.P., 
Professor S. Alexander, and representatives of Jewish Communities 
of Liverpool, Leeds, Birmingham, Cardiff, Sunderland, Belfast and 
Dublin, as well as many representative members of the Jewish 
Commupities in Manchester aud Salford. The Home Secretary and 
Mr. C. P. Scott were among those who wrote regretting inability to 
be present. 

Mr. Lask! said that their leaders had to contend on the one 
hand with the White Paper and on the other with enemies from 
within, There had been persistent rumours that Dr. Weizmann 
would not continue the leadership but speaking as the Chairman 
of the Palestine Committee of the Board of Deputies and for 
the Jews of this Empire, he stated there was only one leader 
possible and that was Dr. Weizmann. (Cheers.) 

Dr, WEIZMANN (whowas enthusiastically received), said that bis 
visit coincided with the conclusion of a diffieult period in the life of 
the Zionist movement. Two years ago they were subjected toa 
wanton attack which came as a blast of fire in a desert and which 
severely shook the foundations of their work. This was followed 
by a great deal of inquiry and heart-searchings into the Mandate 
and particularly its main feature—the National Home. It raised 
a problem which needed consideration. If the attack 
of August 1929 affected the movement considerably, it must be 
admitted that the White Paper published a-few months ago was 
almost a severer blow, for it introduced principles which endangered, 
and nearly induced the cessation of, their activities in Palestine. 
Two things were essential for the upbuilding of the National Home. 
The twe fundamental principles of the Mandate were immigration 
into Palestine in conformity with the country’s power of absorption, 
and acquisation of land by Jews, provided that the interests of the 
non-Jéwish population were not affected. These two principles 
suffered such limitation through the explanations of the White 
Paper, that if these principles had prevailed it would have been 
impossible either to conduct immigration on an appreciable scale 
or to acquire land, and the upbuilding of the National Home would 
have stopped at the present preliminary stage of development. 
Quite rightly, a storm of protest swept throughout Jewish com- 
munities from east to west. And on” what grounds were the 
principles in the White Paper based? On inquiries made by men 
who had spent from five to eight weeks at the outside in Pales- 
tine, and who could only obtain a superficial notion of the very 
complicated and difficult problem of Palestinian agriculture 
and the ways and means of building up the National Home. 
During the last eleven years, a considerable advance had been 
made in the upbuilding of the National Home, but by no

Stretch of imagination could one say that the work was finished. 


It was said that there was a tremendous land hunger in Palestine, 
and that there was not enough landto goround. They were further 
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alarmed by statements that the actual acreage of land was much 
smaller than was usually assumed. Evidently the land was subject 
to shrinkage, and more so after such statistics were published. As 
n matter of fact, their own investigations showed that in the plains 
of Palestine alone—leaving out the hill country—if they wera 
worked by modern methods, irrigated and drained, there was room 
for 50,000 agricultural families over and above the existing popula- 
tion, and that the bringing in of those new families would in no way 
aiversely affect the life and economic position of the existing 
population. After referring to the development of the coastal plain 
and the consequent increase in the export of oranges, Dr. Weizinann 
said that the hill country was not really very congested and could 
be made suitable for a larger population.

It was an active duty and did not 
consist in passively watching others doing it, which was what the 
Crovernment had done so far. They had every reason to demand 
both those duties, ami they furthermore 
demanded it, as taxpayers, for although they formed 20 per cent, 
of the population, they contributed about 40 per cent of the taxes. 
The Jews had not gone to Palestine to dominate anyone, but at the 
same time they did not wish to be dominated. They desired to 
build up a National Home with their own material and at their own 
cost, They did not go as colonisers or as conquerors, but to live in 
peace and with justice. They had a right to build their National

would not be destroyed by either riots or pogroms. They had 


been driven out by force, but the return of the Jews showed their 
strong attachment to the country, an attachment which was not to 
he cast aside by force. The Mandatory Power and the public 
opinion of the world could give much encouragement to them, but 
they could not accomplish the work ; it was for- Jews themselves to 
achieve that task. The time’had come to stop bickering. It did 
not matter whether one man or another was leader; the important 
thing was for the task to be accomplished. 

Professor Dr. S. BroDETSKY, in congratulating Manchester on 
having developed so important a section of National Fund workers, 
said he was glad to observe that the city was now resuming its right- 
ful place as a pioneer of activity. “~ Keep vour faith, vour determina- 
tion and your discipline,’ he said, “and the National Home will 
indeed be a reality.”

THE MANCHESTER GUARDIAN’'S COMMENT. 

An editorial note which appeared in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
on Monday, says, in commenting on the Government's plans for “a 
slowing-up of further Jewish development schemes,” as outlined 
in the White Paper: “ There can be no doubt that the Government 
only came reluctantly to. this conclusion in the face of what 
appeared to them unanswerable argument. Mr. MacDonald and 
his colHeagues had no desire to stop the establishment of the 
National Home, but they were of opinion that the economic circum- 
stances of Palestine meant that it would have to be on a more modest 
scale than Zionists had hoped. They shared the Jewish outlook 
on everything except on the amount of land available for building 
operations; but that isadifference not of principle but of ascertain- 
able fact.

THE ARABS’ WAITING GAME. 


Internal Strife in Zionist Movement. 


A PLAN TO RESOLVE THE DEADLOCK? 


(From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 
HOUSE Or COMMONS. 


The attitude taken up by the Arabs in response to the Goyern- 
ments recent invitation to confer in London, has not surprised those 
who have kept closely in touch with events in Palestine. Dr. Weiz- 
mann had hoped to win over a few of the moderate Arab leaders, 
but the semi-official view in London was that his visit to the Holy 
Land would prove to be almost valueless.~ In Ministerial circles it 
is now openly admitted that the Arabs have definitely turned down 
the Government's suggestion for a tripartite meeting, and | am 
authoritatively informed that. for the time being, no further effort 
will be made by the Colonial Office to persuade the Arabs to change 
their attitude of uncompromising hostility to the Zionists. 

Meantime. feeble and half-hearted efforts are being made to 
advance the proposcd Development Scheme foreshadowed in the 
White Paper. Yor this purpose. Dr. Weizmann and one or two of 
his colleagues on the Zionist Executive met Dr. Drummond Shiels 
at the Colonial Office on Wednesday of this week. Mr. Craigie 
Aitchison, K.C.. M.P.,.the Lord Advocate for Scotland, and several 
permanent oft ials were also pr sent at the meeting, which was of 
a preliminary character and will be followed by several other 
meetings within the next Week or two. 

3 Hands Tied by the Arabs. 

This week’s meeting at the Colonial Office has made it clear to 
the Zionists that the Government are determined to proceed with 
the White Paper policy. and are ready to disregard the attitude of 
the Arabs. whom they hope to be able to placate with comparative 
ease at a later stage. When in Jerusalem recently, Dr. Weizmann 
stated publicly that unless a ‘tripartite agreement were reached 
between the Government, the Arabs and the Jews, the Development 
Scheme and the Loan would not be sanctioned by the House of 
Commons. The Zionist leader bas obviously miscalculated, as the 
Government will proceed with its programme in Palestine even in 
the absence of an agreement with the Arabs. The Arabs know that 
the Government can do nothing without their help along the lines 
laid down in the White Paper, which is, of course, substantially pro- 
Arab. The Arabs are playing a waiting game as they know the 
weakness of the Zionists. 


The O'Donnell Commission. 


The O Donnell Commission, which consists of Sir Samuel 
O'Donnell and Mr. H. Brittain of the British Treasury, and is at 
present in Palestine to examine and report on the revenue, expendi. 
ture and general organisation of the Palestine Administration, is 
likely to make a report which wil! greatly please the Arabs. The 
purpose of the Commission is really, although not nominally, to 
clip the wings of the Zionist movement in Palestine in a Depart- 
mental sense. The other day, Colonel Kisch imtroduced a Jewish 
deputation to the Commission for the purpose of stating Jewish 
grievances in connection with mismanagement in the municipali- 
ties and kindred questions. It seems most unlikely, however, that 
anything will be gained by the Zionists, as the Arabs have already 
almost overwhelmed the Commission with a Jong and impressive 
catalogue of so-called grievances. Those who expect a useful 
report from the Zionist standpoint are certain to be very greatly 
disappointed. 


‘Dr. Weizmann's Aloofness. 


From the most reliable source I learn that internal strife among 
members of the World Zionist Executive is having a most paralysing 
effect on Zionist political work. In recent months, matters have 
been moving to a critical stage ; and it is becoming more apparent 
from day to day that the real truth of what is happening cannot be 
kept from the Jewish people very much longer. Dr. Weizmann’s 
attitude to his colleagues is at last being challenged ; and it will 
cause no surprise if at the forthcoming Zionist Congress he is accused 
by a few of his intimate colleagues of aloofness and assumed 
Superiority which are among his chief defects. 

Happenings at Zionist headquarters have naturally reflected 
themselves at Westminster, where enthusiasm for the Zionist cause 
has almost entirely disappeared. The Palestine Committee has, I 
believe, almost ceased to function as an effective body; although 
Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., the Secretary of the Committee, tells me 
that several informal meetings of pro-Zionist members have been 
held in the past few months, at which vital matters have been 
under discussion. I expect: to be in a position to communicate a 
very, important statement to readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
very soon with reference to the present Zionist deadlock. It is

Nomination papers must be signed by 100 -holders of paid 
Shekalim of the Constituency in question,.stating the names and 
addresses, and the number of Shekalim, and must reach the Head 
quarters of the Central Election Board at the latest by May 20th, 
at 9 p.m. No Shekel holder is entitled to sign more than one 
nomination paper. 

Each party before submitting its lists must have contributed 
the initial sum of £5 and have sent in a written statement agreeing 
to contribute towards the balance of the expenses of the election in 
proportion to the number of elected delegates. Every nomination 
paper shall be accompanied by documents signed by the candidates 
or by responsible persons on their bebalf, testifying that the candi. 
dates nominated have consented to accept such nomination. Every 
candidate must bave attained the age of twenty-four, be a Shekel 
holder, and have fullilled his or her duty to the Keren Hayesod, and 
shall produce an authorised certificate to that effect. Every person 
(of 18 years of age, or over) whose name and address appears in the 
Register of Voters has a right to vote, on presentation of a 5691 
Shekel. 

The last date for the sale of Sieckalim is Mav 4th, and an effort 
is to be made to sell as many Shekalim as possible before that date.

The first World Conference of the Brit Trumpeldor which was 
held in the Free City of Danzig and lasted from April 12th till the 
l6th gave a very fine display of the “ Jewish Army in the Making,” 
as this Organisation of the Nationally minded Jewish youth is called. 
A large number of delegates from all parts of the globe participated. 
Sixteen countries including China and Palestine, were represented. 
But there was no delegate from England, this being the only 
European country without a Brit Trumpeldor Organisation.

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new Statute and lay down the main principles and rules which are 
to guide the movement all over the world. 

Mr. VLADIMIR JABOTINSKY, who was re-elected Chief of the 
Organisation, presided. He opened the Conference with an address 
on the “Task of Youth *h the Zionist movement.” He saic that 
the Brit Trumpeldor aimed at bringing up Jewish boys and 
girls to be not only ripe citizens of the Judenstadt but also its 
servants and slaves, its soldiers and even its cannon-fodder. The 
Judcnstadtas the supreme good anda member of the Betar organisa. 
tion must become whatever the Judcnstadt needed, a nail, a brick, a 
stone, a teacher, anything. 


Dr. Hoffman, of Riga, spoke of-the history of the Betar 
(as the Brit Trumpeldor is called for short). The first Brit 
Yrumpeldor organisation was founded in Riga seven years 


To-day it had a membership of not less than 22,000 and 
branches in twenty-one countries. In Poland itself the Betar had 
14.000 followers. Forty per cent. of its members were women. 
Outlining the plan of the new Statute, Dr. Hoffman said that the 
eligible age for Brit Trumpeldor membership was twelve, Every 
member. would have to pass through yertain stages of trarn- 
ing in physical exercise, a knowledge of Hebrew and national 
history, and heavy work on land. After eight years of training 
every member would have to go to Palestine and do there whatever 
work he or she was commanded to do. On reaching twenty, every 
Betarist became a member of the Revisionist Party. He was then a 
soldier in reserve, to be called up every year for fourteen days or 
more. 

Two points aroused considerable discussion at the Conference. 
The first was whether the new Statute should contain the principle 
that each member of Betar should be compelled to go to Palestine. One 
delegate from Palestine said that it was of little use debating about 
compulsory emigration when the ofticial Zionist organisation did 
nothing to encourage it. 

The other significant point of the debate was the problem of 
defensive sport. Brit Trumpeldor, it was stated, was more than a 
Scouting organisation. It was the nucleus of anarmy. Though-the 
Betar had adopted some of the Scout principles, and, as Mr. Jabotinsky 
said, considered camping more important than Hebrew, it, in the 
mA first place, aimed at making the Jewish youth capable of defending

Dr. Weizmann and the Arabs. 
From our Corre spondent.— JERUSALEM. | 

During his recent visit to Palestine, Dr. Weizmann made 
definite attempts through a third party to get in touch with Arab 
leaders. but he was rebuffed by all to whom the offer of a meeting 
was made, so I am given to understand in the most authoritative 
quarter here. The Arabs declared that they would have nothing to 
do with Dr. Weizmann as he had no material basis to offer for the 
proposed conversations. They had nothing possible to gain out of 
meeting him. 

In a talk I had with «a prominent Moslem leader, he told me 
that Dr. Weizmann had tried to meet the Arab Delegation (of which 
my informant had been a member) in London, and had also tired to 
meet the same leader at Geneva. He himself knew Dr. Weizmann, 
but he was. averse from meeting him with a view to discussing the 
possibility of any negotiations between Arabs and Jews. 

“ What has apparently happened,” he said, “is that the Jewish 
Agency believes it has succeeded in turning the MacDonald letter 
on the White Paper into a victory. Rather than having cowed the 
Arabs, this letter has merely strengthened their opposition. We still 
regard the Balfour Declaration and the British Mandate as unaccept. 
able, and nothing. so far, has convinced us that our attitude is 
wrong. It would therefore be futile for Dr. Weizmann or any other 
leader to try to meet us so long as both these remain in force. We 
certainly shall not agree to be cajoled into accepting the Jewish 
National Home as an iategral part of the Mandate, so why therefore 
try to induce us into acquiescing in a position so utterly alien to 
what we conceive to be our interests ? ” | 

It is felt here that Dr. Weizmann’s overtures have not tended to 
heighten the prestige of the Jewish Agency, of which, in fact, as it 
was pointed out in my conversation recorded above, he is no longer 
ofticially a member.

Vaad Leumi Deputation to High Commissioner. 


LEGAL, FINANCIAL AND SOCIAL QUESTIONS. 


The High Commissioner has received a deputation of the Vaad 
Leumi, which raised a number of questions affecting the Jews in 
_ Palestine. Amendments in the Jewish Communities Law, the ques- 
tion of non-interference by the British officials with grants made by 
local Jewish communities to the budget of the Vaad Leumi, the 
non-representation of Jews in the Jerusalem Municipality since the 
resignation of the Jewish members, the necessity for increased 
Government grants to the Jewish Health and Education Depart- 
ments, and the Palestine census were discussed. The High 
Commissioner promised to consider the various matters submitted 
to him, and a decision was adopted that the heads of the Vaad Leumi 
should meet the Chief Secretary of Palestine, Mr. Young, and discuss 
in detail with him the various questions raised by the deputation, 

The O'Donnell Government Financial Commission has also 
received a deputation consisting of Colonel Kisch, Dr. Benzvi, 
Mr. B. Katzenelson and Mr. Almaleh. The deputation dis- 
cussed with the members of the Commission the administration 
of the Municipalities, problems of taxation, educational and labour 
questions, and the Arab demand that Palestinians should replace a 
large number of British officials in the country. 


The Shooting Outrage Near Haifa. 
ARAB BANDIT ARRESTED. 


|\From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 


The Palestine police have established a theory that the attack 
on the waggon containing thirteen Jews near Haifa, resulting in the 
murder of two Jews and one Jewess, was perpetrated by three Arab 
bandits who were really preparing to attack an Arab village, 
because some of the residents of the village had denounced a brother 
of one of the leaders of the bandits. As the Arab village expected 
the attack and adopted strong measures to meet it, the bandits 
used up their ammunition on the waggon which they met conveying 
the Jews from Haifa to their settlement. 
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The police bave arrested an Arab who is suspected of havines 
participated in the attack. The arrested Arab is ‘also suspected of 
having taken part in previous outrages in Palestine, together wit), 
other bandits. ..

Evidence Behind Screens. 
IMPROPER PRACTICE IN PALESTINE TRIALS 
House OF COMMONS 

Mr. P. Freeman ‘Lab., Brecon and Radnor) asked the Under 
Secretary of State for the Colonies whether he was in a position to 
give the House any information concerning the method adopted in 
a case in Palestine of allowing witnesses in Court to give evidence 
behind screens. 

Dr. SHIELS: Yes, Sir, a report has been received from the High 
Commissioner. In two cases tried by the District Court under the 
Prevention of Crimes Ordinance, three witnesses were allowed to 
give evidence behind screens. The officer who tried the cases has 
reported that in the first case the evidence of the two witnesses 
concerned was of no value. The evidence of the third witness 
which was given in the second of the two cases, was supertious, ae 
the Court had ample evidence from other witnesses on the only 
point at issue. The officer in question has been informed that the 
procedure adopted was improper; and the Secretary of State has 
directed that it shall not be resorted to again.

Confererce of Managers. 

\t the Annual Conference of Officers and Managers of afliliated 
institutes which followed, Colonel E. M. HAustrep occupied the 
chair. Papers were read by Mr. Douglas Schonfield and Councillor 
Miss Hilda Dutch on “The Training of Jewish Youth in Good 
Citizenship, with Special Regard to Commercial Honesty and 
Public. Spirit.” 
In the course of his paper, Mr. D. SCHONFIELD suggested that 

the primary purpose of most of the organisations affiliated to the 
Association for Jewish Youth was to inculcate into the Jewish boy 
and girl, a realisation of their British citizenship. Positive charac: 
teristics of the Jew were his scholastic, altruistic and charitable 
tendencies, financial genius, his love of the artistic and his 
adaptability. Not so positive were such as a keen sense of loyalty, 
public spiritedness, team spirit, etc.; and if they were to be honest 
they could not put commercial. morality’ down 


as typical 
virtue, 


The low standard of commercial honesty among a certain 
section of the Jewish people, not a small section, was nothing short 
of scandalous. Jewish public opinion must be made to function 
against this evil. If their avowed aim was to turn out British citizens. 
the slightest influence which might cause conflicting principles to 
confuse the minds of their boys and girls should be most rigorously 
avoided. Jewish Nationalism was an important one of such 
influences. He (the speaker) was wholeheartedly opposed to 
permitting persons holding strong Jewish nationalistic views to 
cake part in the administration. management or 
their organisations. He did not mean this as an attack on 
aionism, with many aspects of which he sympathised. 
Public spirit in the Loys and girls could only be engendered 
by common aims and interes's which could only be fostered 
by Association with their non-Jewish fellows; no’ competitive 
xssociation which really meant “Jew versus Goy,” but with the 
‘ifference of companionship. In their efforts to get rid of the 

Ghetto” psychology they would have to overcome intolerance, 
biyotry and prejudices. They would be accused of sowing the seeds 
of Assimilation " for the fear of association was consequent upon 
the dread of assimilation. In conclusion, the lecturer said “any

Address by Deputy Grunbaum. 
SYLEEZING THE JEW OUT OF BUSINESS. 

Deputy Griinbaum, the leader of the Polish Radical Section of 
the Zionist Movement, addressed a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations at 35, Sobo 
Square, W.1, on Tuesday evening, on the economic position of the 
Jews in Poland. 

Mr. L. Pinicuowskt, who presided, expressed regret at the 
absence, through indisposition, of Dr. D. Jochelman, the Chairman of 
the Federation. 

Deputy GruNbaunM said that there was no question of any 
organised campaign of anti-Semitism in-Poland the Government of 
which did not differentiate between Jew and non-Jew. In this respect 
the position and status of the Polish Jew had appreciably improved. 
There was just now an acute economic crisis in the country. 
Those Jews who had been displaced in certain trades or professions 
found it almost impossible to find work again. After referring to 
the difficulties of Sunday trading in Poland, Deputy Griinbaum said 
that in the Faculty of Medicine there was a kind of numecrus clausus 
of non-Jews as well as Jews. This numerus clausus was due to the 
fact that the number of students desiring to take up medicine was 
far in excess of the demand. The preponderance of Jews was due 
to the fact that medicine was about the only profession open to 
them. Among the contributory factors responsible for the present 


‘dire distress of the workers was the fact that combines and trusts 


were growing up, and there was also a co-operative movement in 
existence. As a result masses of Jews were being driven out of 


- their businesses, and the urgent question which brooked no delay 


was ~ what is to be done with the Ausgestossene Massen ! 

Mr. PiLictowskt promised Deputy Griinbaum that the whole 
matter would be gone into fully at a meeting of the Federation.

An artist whose technical gifts are not equal to his faculty for 
interpretation and his musical sense. arouses always the sympathetic 
interest ofone at least of his audience.

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Time Stands Still.

AM writing this Chat just after Summer 
Time “came in.” Through a chrono- 
metric (what a lovely word !) fiction, time 
stood still for a whole hour so that the 

sun and our clocks no longer agree and we 
save some daylight for recreation by starting 
work an hour earlier and leaving off also an 
hour eatlier. There is nothing new under 
the sun and daylight saving is, in a sense, 
quite ancient. 

WILY GIBEON., 

It is one of the most interesting stories in 
the Bible. The Israelites, under their mighty 
leader Joshua, had entered Canaan and were 
taking possession of the land. They had 
captured the fortified cities of Jericho and 
Ai, and the inhabitants of the neighbouring 
country were beginning to be sore afraid of 
the advancing Israelites. One tribe, the 
Gibeonites, decided that it was no use 
attempting to fight and they ‘adopted a 
cunning ruse for .the purpose of deceiving 
Joshua and his army. They appointed a 
deputation to go to meet Israel. These 
ambassadors were not arrayed in fine attire. 
They put on dirty old clothes and worn 
sandals, took with them mouldy bread and 
patched wine-skins (the bottles of those days), 
pretended that they had come from a distant 
land and sought an alliance. The ruse 
succeeded and a treaty was signed. It was 
not long, however, before Joshua and the 
people discovered that they had been tricked. 
But they honoured their bond and the 
Gibeonites were spared, 

FIVE KINGS ON THE WARPATH, 

The fact that the Gibeonites had made their 
peace with the advancing Israelites aroused 
the animosity of the surrounding rulers, and 
five kings organised an expedition against 
Gibeon. They were the chieftans of Amorite 
tribes occupying cities that afterwards became 
well known, one of them being Jerusalem. 
The Gibeonites appealed to Joshua for aid and 
he made a forced night march from Gilgal and 
took them by surprise at dawn. But the 
battle that was joined was fierce, and if 
Joshua was to complete his early success it 
was necessary that he should round up the 
opposing troops while davlight lasted. 
was of the very essence of the matter. 

THE SUN STANDS STILL. 

It was then that he exclaimed: “ Sun. stand 
thou still upon Gibeon, and thou moon, in the 
valley of Aijalon.” The Israelites redoubled 
their efforts. The enemy was routed. The 
Bible narrator quotes froma historical book 
has Book of Jashar— 

nd the sun stood still, and the moon stayed 

until the nation had avenged themselves of 
their enemies.’ He ampifies this poetical 
Summary by telling us: “And the sun stayed 
in the midst of Heaven, and hasted not to go 
down the whole day. And there was no dav 
like that before it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: for the 
Tord fought for Israel.”. The miracle had 
happened. The Israelite hosts were 5s0 
inspired with enthusiasm and valour that it 
seemed to them that the very sun stood stil] 
for them, and before night fell victory was 
theirs. The five kings took refuge in a cave 
where Joshua imprisoned them by blocking 
the entrance with great stones until he bad 


Time 
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finished the pursuit of their fleeing armies, 
and then he returned and executed them. 

There is something, of course,a little barbaric 
about the whole story ; but whe we learn the 
horrid rites which these peoples carried out, 
the vicious lives they led, we can understand 
that it was only by ruthless extermination 
that the land could be cleansed’. Afterwards 
the people tired of this warfare and failed to 
carry it to completion. The result was that 
later many of the wicked practices of the 
inhabitants and their crude idolatry corrupted 
Israel, as we learn from the denunciations of 
the prophets. But the incident which I have 
described may be regarded as an-early example, 
in a way, of “ daylight saving,” and is thus of 
great topical interest.
